Vir- 
ginia-and the Shenandoah Valley. 
‘It was. this group whose members, 
familiar with the German rifled 
guns, hunting weapons for the most 
‘part, developed the ‘graceful, long 
barreled rifle that ever since has 
been so.closely identified with the 
Kentucky frontier. 

During the years Williamsburg, 
Va., was the capital city of the 
British colony only seven gun- 
smiths are known by name to 
have worked in the town.

Gusler’s interest in antique guns 
began when his father retrieved 
from the family attic a muzzle 
loading rifle of about 1640, The 
father had trouble getting it to fire 
‘and gave it to his son who quickly 
found and fixed the difficulty.
